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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 


OF THE 


NATIONAL AMERICAN KENNEL CLUB. 





SECTION 1. The Club shall be called the NATIONAL 
AMERICAN KENNEL CLUB. It shall endeavor in 
every way to promote the improvement of dogs, dog 
shows and dog trials. 


OFFICERS. 


Sro. 2. The officers of the Club shall consist of a 
President, Ist and 2d Vice-Presidents, a Secretary 
and a Treasurer. 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


Src. 3. The President shall preside at all meet- 
ings of the Club; shall be ez officio a member of all 
committees, and do all things in his power, not incon- 
sistent with the rules and regulations, to promote the 
interests of the Association. 

The Vice-Presidents, in the order of their seniority, 
shall fill the office of President in the event of his 
absence. 

The Secretary shall keep the records of all the 
meetings, and with the President carry on the corre- - 
spondence of the Club; shall collect all moneys due 
the Club and pay the same over to the Treasurer, 
taking his receipt therefor; and perform such other 
duties as may be ordered by the Club; and shall 
make to the Club, at its annual meetings, a report of 
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of the Club, or of any dishonorable, dishonest or 
underhanded conduct in connection with Dogs, Dog 
Shows or Dog Trials, shall be liable to expulsion. All 
complaints or charges under the above rule shall be 
made to the Executive Committee through the Secre- 
tary, and it shall be their duty to investigate and. try 
all charges so preferred. And a vote of a majority of 
the Executive Committee in favor of an expulsion un- 
der these rules, shall result in the name of the offend- 
ing member being dropped from the rolls of the Club. 


QUORUM. 

Src. 9. Five members present at any meeting 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness, either of the Olub, or of the Executive Commit- 
tee ; but in the event of there being but five members 
present at any meeting of the Club, any action taken 
_ must be by the unanimous vote of those present, else 
such action or vote shall be void and of no effect. 


SUSPENSION OR CHANGING RULES. 

Sec. 10. At any regular annual meeting the rules 
may be suspended by a majority of members present ; 
but when only seven members are present the rules 
may be altered by a unanimous vote only. 


HONORARY MEMBERS. 

Sec. 11. Citizens of foreign countries, excepting 
those of Canada, may be elected honorary members 
of this Club in the same way as active members, but 
shall not be liable for any initiation fee or other dues, 
and shall be entitled to all privileges of membership 
except that of voting. Citizens of Canada are euti- 
tled to become active members. 
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BOARD OF APPEALS. 


Sec. 12. All protests from exhibitors at Bench 
Shows and competitors at Field Trials, held under 
the auspices of the National American Kennel Club, 
shall be referred to a committee of five, to be called 
the Board of Appeals, who shall be elected at the an- 
nual meetings, and any three of whom shall consti- 
tute a quorum. They shall hear all evidence in such 
cases at the regular annual meetings, and render © 
their decisions to the Club. All such protests shall 
be enclosed to the Secretary of the Club thirty days 
before the annual meeting, and the Secretary of the 
Club shall be Secretary of the Board. The Secretary 
shall notify all persons interested, twenty days in ad- 
vance, to appear or present evidence—specifying the 
time when the cases will be heard. The Committee 
are authorized to fill atly vacancy occasioned by res- 
ignation or death. 





BENCH SHOW RULES 


OF THE 


NATIONAL AMERICAN KENNEL CLUB. 





RvuLeE 1. Every person who wishes to exhibit at 
any show held under the National American Kennel 
Club Rules must, at the time of entry, clearly identify 
by name and age (if known) the dog he intends to ex- 
hibit, and the name of the sire and dam (if known) 
must be given. If the name of the dog has been 
changed, it is necessary in entering the said dog to 
give his old as well as his new name. 
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RvuLE 2. Ifa dog shall be entered without being 
clearly identified as directed in Rule 1, he shall for- 
feit any prize that may have been awarded him, and 
if the omission be detected in time he shall not be al- 
lowed to compete, and shall forfeit all entrance fees 
and subscriptions. 

RULE 3. The committee or authorities of any show 
held under the National American Kennel Club Rules, 


’ may reserve to themselves the right to exclude any 


dog or dogs belonging to any person who has been 
proved to the satisfaction of the Committee of the 
Kennel Club to have misconducted himself in any 
way in connection with dogs, dog shows or dog trials. 

Rute 4. No dog shall be qualified to compete or 
entitled to receive a prize, if awarded, who is suffer- 
ing from mange or any other form of contagious dis- 
ease. : 

RvuLE 5. A person duly qualified, appointed by 
the Committee, shall decide whether a dog is or is not 
suffering from mange or any other contagious disease, 
and shall give his opinion immediately to the Secre- 
tary or Committee of the Show, in writing, and if 
found to be afflicted with any such disease the dog 
shall be at once removed. 

RvuLE 6. A dog that has been exhibited, or has 
won a prize in a class exclusively for puppies under 
twe've months old, is not thereby excluded from 
being exhibited in a class where previous prize win- 
ners are not allowed to compete. 

RULE 7. Dogs to be judged by scale of points laid 
down in Stonehenge’s 3d edition, “ Dogs of the Brit- 
ish Islands.” 
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RvuLE 8. A dog having won two first prizes in the 
open classes, or a champion prize at any bench show 
or shows in America, shall be debarred from entering 
in the open classes at future shows. 

RvutE 9. A dog which has not won two first 
prizes in the open classes, or one champion prize at 
any bench show or shows in America, shall not be 
eligible to the champion classes at future shows. 

RvuLE 10. Both dogs competing for prizes offered 
for braces must be owned by the same person, firm 
or association. 

RULE 11. In awarding prizes to stock dogs or 
brood bitches, the qualities of both sire and progeny, 
or dam and progeny, must be considered, 





FIELD TRIAL RULES. 
AGED POINTER AND SETTER STAKES. 


RuLE 1. Managers of field trials must advertise 
the names of the judges at least thirty days before 
the trials take place, and in the event, from any cause, 
that any judge or judges are prevented from acting, 
then the owners of the dogs entered shall have the 
power to elect a judge or judges to fill all vacancies, 
each owner of dogs entered to be entitled to one vote. 

RuLE 2. Two dogs shall be run at a time, to be 
drawn by lot in the usual manner, except that no two 
dogs which are owned or trained by one person shall 
be run at once. When two such dogs are drawn 
together, one shall be run only, and he with another 
dog which shall be immediately drawn, and the dog 
Q* 
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which was drawn and left over shall be drawn for 
again. If, at the latter end of a trial, it be found im- 
possible to avoid running two dogs together which are 
owned or trained by the same person, it may be per- 
mnitted. 

RULE 3. In this class, if dogs do not drop to shot, 
but remain quiet in a manner not liable to do any 
harm, it shall not be considered a demerit. 

Rue 4. If, in the opinion of the judges, the day is 
such that a dog, running from 12 M. to 2 P. M., runs 
under disadvantages owing to the weather, the judges 
may, if the owners demand it, give such dogs another 
trial. 

RvuLeE 5. Each brace shall have the opportunity of 
making five points on game. Having made five 
points, they shall be taken up, and their positive 
totals for merit shall be reckoned according to the 
scale of points in Rule 6. 

RuLE 6. Positive points for merit—For each 
point, 5; each back, 3. General points.—Nose, 1 to 
5; pace, 1 to 10; style, 1 to 5; quartering, 1 to 5; 
retrieving, 0 to 5. 

Negative points for demerit.—Each flush to count a 
lost opportunity only; refusing to back, 3; each 
chase, 3; breaking shot, 3; false points, 2. Two 
chases on birds shall put a dog-out of the stakes. 

RULE 7. In case of running off ties the brace shall 
have the opportunity of making 5 points on game. 
Ties can be divided by the consent of all the owners 
of dogs making the ties. Should it be impossible to 
run off the ties the same day, they shall be run off the 
day following. 
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RuLE 8. No spectators are allowed nearer the 
handler of dogs than 75 yards to the rear. No spec- 
tators or others shall make any remarks about the 
dogs or judges within the hearing of the judges; such 
persons so offending shall be expelled from the 
grounds by the judges, who shall order the special 
police to eject such persons offending. Should any 
handler of dogs annoy the judges in any way, the 
judges shall order such handler of dogs to desist; 
should he still annoy the judges, the judges shall 
order such dogs as he is handling, up and out of the 
race. The privilege is granted the handler of dogs to 
ask the judges for information or explanation that has 
a direct bearing on any point at issue; pending such 
question the handler of dogs shall order his dogs in, 
and cease to hunt until the judges have rendered their 
decision. 

RvuLE 9. Pointing hares, turtles, larks, or stink 
birds, shall not be considered a false point; but 
pointing any other birds than those mentioned and 
considered game birds, shall be deemed a false point. 
Any dug making a false point and discovering it to 
be such himself, without encouragement to go on, 
shall not be penalized for making a false point. 

RuLE 10. Under the head of retrieving, the judges 
will only allow those dogs the maximum number of 
points who do their work, without the handlers going 
with them to show them the bird, and without mouth- 
ing or mutilation. 

PUPPY STAKES. 

RvuLE 1. Dogs over 18 months old shall not be 

eligible for the puppy stakes. 
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RULE 2. Puppies shall be drawn in the usual 
manner, except that they must be drawn and worked 
singly ; but, inorder to test their merits in backing, 
another dog shall be put down and worked with them 
long enough to settle that point only. 

RULE 3. All the rules for aged and single dogs on 
positive points for merit, and negative points for 
demerit, and genera! points, shall apply in the puppy 
stakes, except that a puppy shall only have an oppor- 
tunity to make 5 points on game, and except in run- 
ning off ties, when he shall have an opportunity to 
make 3 points only. 

RvuLE 4. No point of merit shall be given for re- 
trieving, and none for demerit if a puppy fail to 
retrieve. 

RULE 5. Same as Rule 9 for all aged pointers and 
setters. 

BRACE STAKES. 


The rules shall be the same as those for all aged 
Pointers and Setters, except that two dogs owned or 
trained by the same person may be run together; and 
that in case one dog of the brace retrieves, and the 
other dogs do not, only one-half the number of points 
for retrieving shall be allowed.
